^  H  E  authoritic  of  this  Booke  y^^s  eiier  authcnti-  This  bockc 
cal,andcertaine,asthe  affured  word  of  God,  and  y^'^^^^f.^^ir 
Canonical  Scripture.  But  concerning  the  author,  scn>turc" 
there  be  diuers  opinions.  For  although  it  be  manifefl;  by 
theteftimonieof  Philo,and  lofephus,  that  in  their  time, 
and  alwaies  before,  only  King  Dauid  was  by  al  Hebrew  Dod^rs^anJ 
Dodors  holden  for  Author  of  al  the  Pfalmes:  yet  after  that  fome  catholi- 
lerned  Origen,  and  other  Chrillian  Dodors,  expounded  qucsKoidai- 
manie  Pfalmes  of  Chrift,  the  lewcs  being  prefled  ther-  orfun^dr/'* 
with,bcganetodenie  that  al  were  Dauids;  alleaging  for  Pialmcs. 
their  new  opinion,  the  titles  of  diuers  Pfalmes,  and  lome 
other  difficulties ,  miniflring  occafion  of  much  needles 
difputc,  ftil  acknowledging  the  whole  booke  to  be  Ca- 
pr<f/4/.»'»  nonical.  Wherupon  S.  lerom,  and  S.  Auguftin,  fome-- 
^'if!  r   ^'"^^^  admitted  thofe  as  authores  of  certaine  Plalmes  , 
whole  names  are  in  the  titles  thereof.  S.  Cyprian,  S.  Cyril, 
S.  Athanafius,  and  others  agree  in  general,  that  Dauid 
writte  not  al :  but  differ  much  in  particular,  touch  ing  other 
luppofed  authores.  In  fo  much  that  Melchtfedechy  Moyfes^ 
AjaphyEman^  idtthun^  The  fonnes  of  Core^  Salomon,  leremie^ 
ET^chiel^  Efdrasy  Aggms^and Zachmas^ are d  ( w/>^  more  or 
lelfe  probabilitie  )  reputed  authores  of feucral  Pfalmes.  Ne-  itismuch 
uertheles  it  femcth  that  S .  lercm  rather  related  othet  mens  "^o^e  proba- 
iudgement,  then  shewed  hisownc;  as  weshal  note  by  and  t^as't^th^^^^^^ 
by.  AndS.  Augufl:m  (//.  17.  €.14,  de  ciuit)  m.aturely  dif-  al. 
cuffing  this  doubt,  fairh  plainly,  that  their  Judgement  ftmed 
to  him  more  credible^  who  attribute  al  the  hundred  ff tie  Pf dimes  A^auftin^s.^' 
toDautd  alone.  Further  explicating  that  wheras  fome  Pfal-  ChryfoRom, 
meshaue  Dauids  owne  name  in  their  tides,  fome  haue  ^"^g^^*^^^ 
oiiier  mens  names,  lome  none  at  al,  this dtuerfitte  importeth  aors.

Neither  were  Afaph, 
Eman,  and  Idithun  anic  where  called  Prophetes  ('as  are 
al  the  writers  of  bolic  Scriptures)  but  only  maftersof  mu- 
fike,t.P4M/.  ly.  Andthefonnesof  Core  were  only  porters. 
I.  plnf/. 2(f. Finally  S.Ierom(whofeiudgement  the  whole 
Church fingularly  eftemeth,  in  al  queftions  belonging  to 
hohe  Scriptures)  femeth  as  much  inclined,  that  only  :hc 
Royal  Prophet  Dauid  was  author  of  this  whole  booke,  as 
to  the  contrarie.  For  in  his  Epiftleto  Paulinus,  prefixed

Touching  thcrfore  the  argument,  or  ccntentcs  of  this  xj^cPfalircs- 
diuinc  Pfalcer,  al  Ccitholique  Dodors  vnifornily  agree  arc  aSummc 
thaticis  theabridgement,  fumme,  and fubftance of  alholic  scrfpuircV.

In  thefe  titles  Hue  ihingcs  may  be  noted.  Firft,  the  former  two  hauing  no  title  g'^^*^* 
at  al,  the  general  name  of  Plalme,  common  to  al,  is  particularly  appropriated 
eo  fome,  and  othcrnaracs  to  others.

Ihai^e  Jleptjandhdut  benne at refi^  andhduetifenyp King  Dauid by  his  flec- 
ping  in  pcr  ccutjon,  and  by  his  reftmg,  and  dcliuerie  from  his  perfccutcrs,  Kino-Dauii 
prefigured  Chrifts  Death,  Burial, &  Refurrcdion.  As  appeareih,  loan.  i.r.  ii.  prcfeurcd 
Where  the  Euangclift  iaith  :  that  after  Chnfts  Refurrcdion,  hh  difapUs  beU-  (thrift. 
med  the  fcrtpturoy  to  wittc,  this  and  other  Hke  prophecies.  For  otherwifc  the  old 
Teftament  doth  not  lo  cxprefly  declare  fuch  Myfterics,  as  the  Gofpel  doth:  but 
one  thing  in  the  proper,  and  grammatical  fignification  of  hewordes,  and  an 
other  thing,  in  (hadowcs  and  figures,  and  both  literal.

THE  PARABLES  OF  SALOMON.

called  by  one  general  title  Sapiential  bookes.  In  fomnch  that  the  Church  ^ 
readeth  in  the  facred  Office  before  al EpiHles,  taken  out  ofanie  ofthefe fine  Fiuc  Sap-en- 
ho{eSynot  Le^lioProHerbioriim^or  Eccle/iafl^,^c.bHt  l^ilyL^di^        Sa-  t'al  bookes  of 
fkntix.  The folution  thcrfore  is  very  probable,  thatthubooke  ofwtjdom  ^l^eoldtefta- 
Wa6  written  by  Philo  Indent ,  not  he  tha  :  lined  after  Chnft,  but  an  other  of 
the  fame  name,  neve  two  httndredyeares  before.  ^ndEcclefiafiictu  by  lefm 
thefonne  ofsirach.  '^ho  not  only  imitated  Salomon  ^bnt  alfo  compiled  their 
bookes,  for  mofi  part  of  Salomons  fentencesy  con ferned  til  their  times  bytra- 
cU^,  7.  dltion,  or  infeparated  fcrolles  of  papers  yyea  they  fo  vtter  fome  fentences  in 
hisferfon,  as  ifhim[elfhad  Written  them.  As  touching  the  audoritie  of 
thefc  two  bookes,  W/^w^(?rW;,^/-/;^^/i^W^;j^/^^nhe  lewes  rcfufe  JenJ^trcfc 
them,  ^nd  therfire  manie  ancient  Fathers  writing ^g.m;fi  them,  fpared  booker  to  be 
Jometimes  to  vrgefach  bookes,  as  they  knew  would  be  reieEied.  Effecially  ha-  Canonical. 
1^/4/  11  ^^^^yii'ndanttefttmonies  of  other  holie  Scriptures,  for  decidingmatters  of 
*      faith  againfi  them.  Euen  as  our  SaHioHrhimjelfprouedthelie/urre^tonof 
y    the  dead  againft  the  Sadduces,OHtofthc  bookes  of  M@yfes, which  they  confef 
fed  for  Canonical  Scripture, denying  other  partes, where  the fame  point  migh  t

Mjfteries,  may  he  commodioujlj  diuided  into  three  partes  Jn  the  fx  f.rflr 
chapters ythe  auBor  admonisheth  al  Superiors  to  hue  and  exercife  iuBice'and 
rvifdom.  In  the  next  three yhe  teacheth  that  ^ifdom procedeth  only  frorn  God, 
is  procured  by  prayer  &good  life.

ANNOTATIONS.    Chap.  XHII. 

If.  The  father  madeynto  him(elf  the  image  of  his  fonne  .'\  Caluin  here  chargeth 
thisbooke  with  error,  in  affirming  thit  idolatrie  beganc  by  fuperfticioufly 
honoring  images  of  the  dead.  Agaiaft  which  he  alleagcth  that  Labans  idoJes,  Gen.^, 
and  o:hers  more  ancient,  were  before  anie  nttages  ofdea  Jmc*  were  honou- 
red Bathe  argucth  vpcn  a  falfc  ground.  For  labans  idols  wer*  images  ,  as  the 
Hebrew  word  Teraphim  fi^nifieth,  and  is  fo  rranflared  in 'he  Erglifn  Biblcj 
{lyyt.and  1577, )  but  becaufe  thy  were  images  offalfc  goddcs ,  andforihac 
Laban  called  them  h's  goddes,  a  later  Bible  (1^05.)  rranflateth  it  better,  idoles, 
as  the  Latin  and  Greke  haue  idola.  It  is  alfo  cerraine  that  Nini  sking  of  AfH- 
ria^.s  long  before  Laban,  yea  before  Abraham,  (ctte  vp  the  ima^^e  of  hi?  F-ther 
Belus  ( othcrwifc  called  lupp  ter]  to  be  publikly  honored  by  the  people,  as  S. 
CyriHlicweth.  li.  3.  inlulianum,  ncre  the  end,  and  S.  Ambrole,  or  an  oiher 
grauc  Anclor  writeih  the  fame,  in  cap.  i.  ad  Romano?.  Likewife  S.  Cyprian  li. 
de  Idolorum  vanitate.S.  Chiyfoftom.  ho.  87.  in  Matth.  and  Egefippus,  apud 
S  leronym.  li.  de  Viris  Illuftrib.  tcftifie,  that  the  making'of mens  i  nages,  in 
memorie  ofthe  desd,  was  the  occsfion,  and  beginning  ofidcl  trie,  according 
as  this  place  reporteth  ,  that  a  Father  forowing  for  the  death  of  his  fonnc, 
mad?  an  image  ia  his  memorie,  &:  began e  to  worsh  ppc  him  »s  a  god  ,  caufing 
his  fcruants  alfo  to  honour  his  dead  fonne  ,  with  rues  and  facrinces,  VVhich 
priuate  idolatrie  was  abfolurf  ly  the  firft,  rhat  is  recorded  in  holie  Scripture, or 
anie  other  good  audor.  And  the  firft  pubbquc  ts  counted  by  moft  audors,  that 
of  Ninus,  vvorfhipping  the  image  of  his  farher  Bdus  ,  with  diuine  honour, 
vho  alfo  pardoned  al  off  nderSjhow  enormiousfociier  theit  crimes  were,  that 
fled  vnto  that  image. Which  allu  menr  tocjeth'rr  with  fo  great  a  kinges  autfbo- 
ritic,  drew  innumerable  to  piiMiquc  idolatrie.  VVherupon  S.  Icrom  notcth 
(in  cap.  1.  Ofc?)  that  Ninus  became  fo  great  and  glorious,  as  to  make  his 
father  to  be  honored  as  a  god.

Sauiour:  ^heprcached^andfindeth  freachers  to  the  whole  world*  ^nd  ^ 
for  the  excellent  contents^  it  may  alfo  rightly  be  called  Panaretos,  p^^^^^^^.^^ 
that    a  Receptacle,  or  fiorehouje  of  al  vertues,  for  the  inflrH^lion  ofal 
in  generaly  to  cooperate  with  Gods  grace  m  thi^ltfe^  and  fa  enherite  eternal 
glorie.

may  become  moft  lerned.  My  grandfather  lefus  ,  after  he  gaue  other  nation 
hinifelfe  more  amply  to  the  diligence  of  reading  the  Law  ,  and  the  in  the  world. 
Prophetes,  and  other  Bookes,  that  were  deliuered  vs  from  our  4* 
fathers  :  himfelf  alfo  would  write  fome  of  thofe  thinges,  which 
perteyne  to  dodrine  and  wifdom  :  that  fuch  as  are  defirous  to 
lernc ,  and  to  be  made  counning  in  the  fame  thinges ,  may  more 
and  more  be  attentin  minde,andbe  confirmed  to  the  life  that  is 
according  to  the  law.  I  exhort  you  therfore  to  come  with  bene- 
uolence,  and  to  read  with  attent  ftudie,  and  to  pardon  vs  for  thofe 
thinges,  wherein  we  feming  to  folow  the  image  of  wifdom,  may

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fayieinthccompofitionofwordcs;  forthe  Hcbrcwrordes  alfo 
'  Tranflations  ;:  fayle  when  they  shal  be  traiiflaced  to  an  other  tongue.  And  not 
into  oinei  ian  ^^^^  chefe,but  the  Law  alfo  icfclf,  and  the  Prophetes  ,  and  the  reft 
x^p^^cXm^^^  ofothcf  bookes,  haue  no  fmal  difference,  when  they  arc  fpoken 
icMcottheo-  within  themfelues.  For  in  the  eight  and  thirtethyeare,in  the  time 
riginalton-  of  Ptolomee  Euergetcs  the  king,  after  I  came  into  i£gypt:and 
guc.  vp-hen  I  had  bene  there  much  time,  I  found  there  bookes  leaft,  of 

no  fmal  nor  contemptible  dodrine.  Therfore  myfelf  alfo  thought 
it  good,  and  neccirarie  ta  adde  fome  diligence  and  labour  to  inter- 
prete  this  booke  ;  and  with  much  watching  I  brought  forth  this 
dodrin  in  fpace  of  time  ,  that  men  may  lerne  thofe  thinges  which 
teach  them,  that  wil  applic  their  minde,  how  they  ought  to  order 
their  mancrs,  them  that  purpofe  to  lead  their  life  according  to  the 
Law  of  our  Lord.

may  once  note  that  thefe  wordes:  ludgement,  and  luJHce,  haue  a  farrc  other  yVhatthc 
higher  and  more  excellent  fignification  in  hohe  Scriptures  (  where  they  moft  ^ordes,Iud- 
frcquentlyoccurre)  then  in  prophane  writings,  and  natural  or  moral  philofo-  gcment  and 
phical  diCcourfes.  For  Philolophers,  fuch  as  Plato  and  Ariftotel,  could  reach  no  f^ft^ce  figni- 
further  then  to  natural  rcafon,  which  they  called  right  iudgement :  and  to  mo- 
lal  equitie,  which  in  general  they  named  iuftice.  But  the  Holie  Ghoft  by  thefc 
wordes  reuelcth  moft  high  fpiritual  myfteries,  kno  wen  b)r  £ii:h,  moft  com- 
fortable to  mens  foules,  relceuing  and  refreftiing  the  confciencee  of  penitents 
in  this  Hfe,  &  replenifhing  the  i«ft  with  vnfpeakablc  gladaes  in  eternal  glorie  . 
Therfore  in  the  fenfe  vfual  in  holy  Scripture,!  udgement  is  the  aa  of  the  mind,  p ^finiiion  of 
or  vnderftanding,  difcerning  what  is  right,  iuft,  &  agreing  to  reafon  :  And  lu-  lyjo-cment 
fticc  is  the  rcaitudc  of  the  vvil,  doing  conformably  to  right  direaion  of  the  j^alufticc  as 
mind,or  vndcrftanding.  And  fo  thefc  woidcs  are  applied  to  lignifie  both  Gods,  ^f^^ 
and  iuft  mens  aaions.  As  that  which  God  mercifully  decreed  in  etcrnitie,  and      ^{^^  j^^j-^ 
ptomifed  after  the  fal  of  man,  to  do  for  mankind, as  conuenient  for  hisDiuinc  Scriptures.

J.  Js  this  fuch  a  f^jl,  as  I  hane  chofen  ?  ]  Parting  is  fo  often  &  clcrly  commended 
in  holie  Scriptures,  that  Prorcftantes  (though  not  greatly  affeiled  therto)  con- 
fefTe  it  to  be  a  good  thing  of  it  fclfjbut  in  diucrs  refpedcs  dctrad  much  from  it: 
dcnyinc^  it  to  be  an  ad  ot  1  eligion,but  only  of  bodily  mortification:  neither  do 
a!  <Tcncrally  allow  of  prcfcript  times, nor  of  abftincncc  from  flcHi  thofe  daycs, 
which  they  thinkc  good  to  faft ;  andthofc  which  do  abftaine  fiom  flcfli,  fay 
thcydoitnotforrcligion,butforthe  ordinance  of  ciuil  policie.

1,  The  houfe  ?/  f{ecbMtes.  ]  VVe  haue  here  (according  to  the  ftatc  of  Gods  j^^j^  .^^^  q 
Church  in  the  old  Tcftaiiicnt)  a  clcare  example  of  religious  life,  by  pro  felling  ^^^.^jj^  the  o 
andperforaiing  good  w^orkcs  of  fopererogation,  not  commanded  by  God,  —  n 
but  pioufly  infticuredby  a  holir  man  called  lonadab.VVhich,  not  only  himfelf,     ^  amcni, 
and  hvs  proper  hildren,  but  alfo  theii  pofteritie  manie  ages  af(er him,  volunta- 
rily obfcriied  by  a  prefcript  Rule  ;  Not  to  builde  houfes,  not  dwel  in  anie  ( but 
inccmts)  notio  fowfcede,nor  to  plant,  nor  haue  vinyardcs,  iior  todrinkc 

£  e  e  e  5  wmc. 
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wine.  A  like  rule  but  not  the  fame  in  al  pointes,  vas  prcrciihcd  by  God  himrdf 
( mm.  6.)  for  fuch  as  would  voluntarily  embrace  it.  And  Elias  and  Elizeus  with 
their  difciplesobfcrued  an  other  forme  of  religious  life :  as  appeareih,4.J^.<'^.  i. 
1.  o^c.  Al  which  vrere  figures  of  more  perfed  Religious  Orders  in  the  Church 
of  Chrift,  confif^ing  in  three  cfTential  vowes,  of voluntaric Pou€itie,Chaflitic, 
and  Obedience  :  not  commanded  but  commendcd,and  for  the  better  attayning 
to  perfedion  counfcled  by  our  Sauiourj  vvhcrof  they  are  called  Euangelical 
Counfcls,  obferued  by  the  Apoftlcs,  leauing  al  their  worldlic  fubi^ance,  and  al 
dcfire  of  hauinganie  proper  poflcffions;  fuch  alfo  ashad  wiues  leauing  them, 
the  refl  not  maryingi  &  al  renouncing  their  owne  willcs,  fubieded  the  fime  to 
Chrifts  w'lUfoloyytnglfim.YYhoCctxsLmplc  others  iroitating,this  holie  maner  of  i^l 
life  hath  ftil  continued  in  the  Church, »s  is  cuident  by  the  Ecclefiaftical  hiflories  r.  ii.  ii, 
euen  from  the  Apoftles  time  But  al  obferued  not  the  fame  particular  rulcj,  nor  Luc.  i8. 
were  called  by  the  fame  titles.  For  as  in  the  time  of  Moyfcs  law,  fome  were  y.  it. 
called  Nazareites  j  fome  the  Children  of  the  Prophctcs  ;and  fomc  Rechabites, 
after  the  name  of  their  founders  father  Rechab,  a  renowmcd  godlic  man:  fo 
iiow  lomc  are  called  Eremites,  fomcMonkcs,  fome  Ereares,  and  fome  Reli- 
gious Clerkes.  And  of  ech  of  thefe  kindes,  dmers  f9rte$  arc  diftitiguifhed  by 
varictieof  rules,  habites,  fpecial  funaions,and  titles  either  of  their  firft  In- 
ftitutors,orof  the  Inilitutes  thcmfelues,  or  of  the  places,  or  other  occafions. 
As  Carmelites,  Auguftines  {  as  wel  Monkes, as  Canons  Regular )  Benedidins, 
Bernardins,  CarthiTfuns,  Dominicans, Francifcans,  Icluites,  Theatines,  Capu- 
chines,andthe  like.  As  alfo  manie  diftind  Orders  of  Nunpes.  But  none  of 
them  al  differ  from  the  reft,  nor  from  other  Catholique  Chriftians  in  pointes  of 
faith  :  nor  make  anic  Sccles  of  Religion,  as  Heretikcs  ridiculouily  obied.

of  Sedecias,  and  bourKlliim  with  fetters,  and  the  king  of  Ba- 
bylon brought  him  into  Babylon :  and  he  put  him  in  the  pri- 
fon  houfe  euen  to  the  -day  of  his  death,  f  And  in  the  fifch  ii 
moneth,  the  tcnthof  the  moneth,  the  fame  is  the  ninetenth 
yeare  of  Nabuchodonofor  the  king  of  Babylon :  came  Nabu- 
zardantheprinceofthe  warfare,  who  flood  before  the  king 
of  Babylon  inlcrufalem.  j-  And  he  burnt  the  houfe  o  f  our  13 
Lord,  and  the  kings  houfe,  and  al  the  houfes  of  lerufalem,

kingof  Babylon,  and  the  reft  of  the  multitude:  Nabuzardan

ludasis  gone  into  tranfmigration  bccaufe  of  afflidion, 
and  the  multitude  of  bondage:  she  hath  dwelt  among  the 
Gentiles,  neither  hath  she  found  reft ;  al  her  perfccuters  haue 
apprehended  her  within  the  flraiccs .

Her  aduerfarics  are  made  in  the  hcad^hcr  enemies  are  en- 
riched .-becaufe  our  Lord  hath  fpoken  vpon  her  for  rhe  mul- 
titude of  her  iniquities:  her  Htle  ones  are  led  into  capciuitie, 
before  the  face  of  the  afflider. 

And  from  the  daughter  of  Sion  al  herbcaiitic  is  departed: 
her  princes  are  become  as  •*  rammes  not  fyndine  paftures: 
and  they  ar€  gone  without  ftrength  before  the  face  of  the 
purfcwcr . 

ler ufalcm  hath  rcmembred  the  daycs  of  her  afflidion,  and

ters.  Who  notfinding  how  to  applie  this  vifion  in  al  partes  to  the  ftate  of  the  according 
old  tcftament,  neither  that  promife  of  fuch  a  huge  great  templc,and  citie  vith  ^°  hiftoric 
the  reft  were  agteable  to  Gods  vvifdomc,  do  only  expound  this  vifion  to  per-  ^7" 
teinein  fome  partes  to  the  leves  reduced  from  temporal  captiuitic,as  in  figure  ^^*^*^^y* 
of  al  mankind  redcmcd  by  Chrift,  and  of  his  Church  gathered  of  al  nations, 
enriched  and  adorned  with  al  fpiritual  graces,vcrtues,and  powre.  Neither  yet 
expounding  al  of  the  militant  Church,  but  fome  part  of  the  triumphant  only, 
as  furpafling  the  perfedeft  ftate  of  this  tranfitorie  life.

48  he  commanded  to  death,  f  Quickly  then  did  they  vniuftly 
fuffer,  which  profccuted  the  caufe  for  the  citie,  8c  the  people, 

49  and  thcfacred  vcfTels.  'f  For  the  which  thing  the  Tyri an s  alfo 
beingofFc  nded,  were  very  liberal  towards  the  burial  of  them, 

50  t  ButMenelausbecaufeof  their  auarice  that  were  in  power, 
continewed  in  authofitie^incrcafing  in  malice  to  the  betraying 
of  the  citizens.

AT  the  fame  time  Antiochas  prepared  a  fecond  iourncy  i 
into  i£gypt.  f  And  ic  came  to  paffe  :  that  throughout  z 
the  whole  citie  of  Icrufalera  vcre  fennc  for  fourtiedayes  in 
the  ayre  horfcmenrimning  hither  &:  thither,  tauing  golden 
ftoles,  and  fpeares,  as  ic  were  companies  armed,  t       cour-  5 
fing  of  horfcs  fet  in  orders  by  rankes,  and  that  there  were  en- 
countering^ together  nrere  hand,  and  shakings  of  sheiides, 
and  a  multitude  of  men  in  helmets  with  fwordcs  drawcn^and 
throwing  of  darts,and  the  glittering  of  golden  armour,  and  of 
al  kind  of  harncs.  f  Wherefore  al  prayed  that  the  wonders  4 
might  be  turned  to  good. f  But  when  there  was  a  faUe  rumour  5 
gone  forth,  as  though  Antiochus  had  bene  parted  this  life, 
lafon  taking  vnto  him  no  Icffe  then  a  thoufand  men,  fuddcnly 
fet  vpon  the  citic :  and  the  citizens  flying  together  to  the  wal, 
at  the  laft  the  citie  being  taken,  Menelaus  fled  into  the  caftcl. 
t  Barlafonfparcdnot hiscitizsjisinmurder,norconfidered,  C 
*ihat  profpcritic  againft  kinfmen  is  a  vcrie  great  cuil,  fuppofmg 
that  he  should  take  the  vidorious  fpoiles  of  the  enemies,  and 
not  of  his  citizens,  f  And  the  princedome  verily  he  obtey-  7 
ncd  nor,  but  recciued  confufion,  the  end  of  his  treacherie,and 
wcntagaincafugitiueinto  the  counrrie  of  the  Ammanites. 
t  At  the  kft  to  his  owne  deftrudtion  bemg  inclofcd  of  Aret as  8 
the  tyrant  of  the  Arabians,  flymg  fromcuie  to  ciiic,  odious 
to  al  men,  as  an  apoftata  from  the  lawcs,  and  execrable,  as  an 
cnemieof  hiscountrie  and  citizens,  he  was  thruft  out  into 
Egypt:  tandhethathad  expelled  manic  out  ofthcircountrie,  6 
perished  in  a  ftrange  place,  going  to  the  Lacedemonians,  as 
being  like    for  kindred  fake  to  haue  refuge  there  :  \  but  he  10 
that  caft  a  way  manie  vnburyed,him(elf  both  vnlamented,  and 
vnburyediscall  forth,  neither  enioying  forrcin  buryal,  nor  i.r. 
partaker  of  the  fepulcher  of  his  fathers*.  i.t.ii. 
fTheie  thingcs  therefore  being  done,the  king  fufpedcd  that  11 
the  lewes  would  forfake  the  focicrie:  and  for  this  departing  I 
out  of  i^gypc  with  a  furious  mind,he  tookc  the  citie  by  armes,

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11  t  And  he  bad  the  fouldiars  kil,and  not  fparc  thcra  that  came  in

^    Nicanoir  andTimothee.  f  And  fwclUngin  anger,  he  thought  4 
that  he  rriight  wreakc  the  iniurie  of  them,  that  had  put  him  to 
flight,YpontheIewcs.  And  thcrfore  he  commanded  his  cba- 
riorte  to  be  driuen,  iorneing  without  intermiflion,  the  hca- 
uenliciudgcment  vrging  him  forward,  becaufe  he  fpoke  fo 
proudly.that  he  would  come  to  Icrufalem,&  make  it  an  heapc 
of  the  fepulchc:  ^f  the  lewes-t  But  he  that  feeth  al  thingcs  our  j 
Lord  the  God     (frae!,ftroke  him  with  an  vncurable  and  inui- 
fible  plague.

bridg€s,andenuironedwithwalles,which  was  inhabited  with 
multitudes  of  heathen  of  al  fortes,  the  name  wherof  is  Cafpm. 
t  Biit  they  that  were  within,  trufting  inthefirmcnes  of  the  14 
wflllcs,&  the  prouifion  of  viaual5,deah  the  more  flackly,with 
reuiling  worclci  prouoking  Iudas,andblarphcming,and  fpea- 
king  fuch  thinges  as  is  not  lawful  to  fpeakc.  f  Btit  Machabeus  1;

with  him  an  hundred  twenty  thoufand  footcmcn,&  of  horfe-

♦)cing  knowcn,  Timothcefcntthcwemcn  and  children,  and 
the  other  baggage  before  into  the  fortreflc,  that  is  called  Car 
nion  :  for  it  was  inuincible,  and  hard  to  come  by,by  reafon  of 

12  the  ftraires  of  the  places*  f  And  when  the  firft  band  of  ludas 
had  appeared,  fcarc  was  ftroken  into  thecncmies,by  thepre- 
fcncc  of  God,  who  (ceth  al  thinges,and  they  were  put  to  flight

VAS  HELD  CAPTIVE  IN  BABYLON. 

O  R  D  omnipotent  God  of  our  fath  crs,  Abraham,&:  Ifaac>  i^p^rahjp^ 
and  lacob,  and  of  their  iuft  fede,which  didft  make  heauen  j 
and  earth  :  with  al  the  ornamcntes  of  them,  which  haft 
bound  the  Tea  with  the  word  of  thy  precept,  which  haft 
shut  vp  the  depth,  and  fcaled  it  with  thy  terrible  and  laudable  name: 
whom  al  thinges  dread,  &  tremble  at  the  countinanccof  thypowrc, 
becaufe  the  magnificence  of  thy  glorie  is  importable,  (5c  the  wrath  of 
thy  threatning  vpon  finners  is  intollcrable  :  but  the  mercie  of  thy 
promife  is  infinite  and  vnfcarchable  :  becaufe  thou  art  our  Lord, 
moft  high,  benignc,  long  fufFering,  and  very  merciful,  and  penitent 
vponthewickedncsofmen.  ThouLordaccordingto  the  multitude 
of  thy  goodncshaftpromifed  penance,  and  rcmillion  to  them  that 
hauc  finned  to  thec,and  by  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies  thou  haft  dc» 
creed  penance  to  finners,  vnto  faluation.  Thou  therfore  Lord  God  of 
the  iuft,haft  not  appointed  penance  to  the  iuft,  Abraham,  8c  Ifaac  and 
lacot,  them  that  haue  not  finned  to  thee,but  haft  appointed  penance 
for  me  a  finner ;  becaufe  I  haue  finned  aboue  the  number  of  the  fand 
of  the  fca.

I  hauc  not  kcpt:l  hauc  fct  vp  abominations,  and  multiplicdoffcnfes

deftroy  me  not  together  with  myne  iniquities,  neither  referuc  thou 
for  euer,being :angric,cuils  for  me,neither  damme  me  into  the  loweft 
placcsof  the  earth /bccaufe  thou  art  God,  God,  I  fay,  of  the  peni- 
tent: in  me  tho-u  shale  shexral  thy  goodncs,  becaufcthou  shalt  (aue 
me  vuNTorthie  according  ro  thy  great  mercie,  add  I  wil  pray fe  thee  al- 
wayes  al  the  daycsof  my  life:  becaufc  tl  the  power  of  the  hcaucns 
prayfeth  thee,  and  to  thee  is  gloric  for  euer  and  eutr.

lopas  king  of  1  add  makjsth  a  great  Pafch,  7.  geuingmaniehoflestofuch  as 
wanted  for  facrifice  :  14,  the  PrUftes  andlemtes  performing  their  fun^ 
n-i^ns  therin:  1 2,in  the  eightenthyeare  of  his  reigne.i^ .  H  e  is flu pe  in  battel 
ijthe  kingof^Egjipt^^i,  and  much  lamented  by  the  1  ewes.  34.  His  f&nne 
leconixs  fnccedetk*  31  *^Afer  him  Uactm^^o.who  isdepofid  by  thektng  of 
'Babylon,  45.  loAchin  reigneth  three  monethes,  and  is  carted  into  Babylon, 
4f6.Sedecta6reigneth  elenen  yeares  wickedly,  and  he  with  hi^  feeble  is 
varied cdptme  mte  Babylon^  the  citie  andtemple  are  de/hoyed.-fj,  fi  remay^ 
nedtil  the  Monarchieof  the  P^rfians, 

Nd  lofiasmadc  aPafchin  Terufalem  to  our  Lord  i 
&  immolated  the  Phafethe  fourrench  moone  of  the 
moneth:  t  appointing  thePrieftesby  courXes  of  a 
dayes  clothed  with  ftoles  in  the  temple  of  our  Lord, 
t  And  he  fpake  to  rhe  Leuites  the  facrcd  feruantes  of  5  , 
Ifrael,  that  they  should  fandifiethctn  fellies  to  our  Lord  in  tEie  ' 
placing  of  the  holie  arke  of  our  Lord  in  the  hofife,  which  kin^ 
Salomon  fonne  of  Dauid  built,  -f  It  shal  not  be  for  you  to  take  4: 
it  vpon  your  shoulders.  And  no''37  ferue  your  Lord,  and  take  the 
care  of  that  nation  Ifrael,  in  part  according  to  your  villages  and  ^ 

tribes. 
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J  tribes,  f  accotding  to  the  writing  of  Dauid  king  of  Ifr^el,  and 
according  to  the  uiagnificcncc  of  Salomon  his  fpnne,  al  in  the 
temple,  and  according  to  your  fathers  portion  of  principalities 
among  them  that  ftand  in  the  fight  of  your  brethren  the  children 

6  of  IfraeK  +  Immolate  the  Pafch,and  prepare  the  facrificcs  for 

your  bretheren,  and  doe  according  to  the  precept  of  our  Lord  Exe.iu 

7  which  was  gcuen  to  Moyfes.  f  And  lofiasgauevnto  the  people  Lenit,  ^5* 
that  was  found  of  shecpe,  lambes,  and  kiddes,  and  goatcs  thirtie  Nnm. 

8  thoufand,calues three  thoufand.  f  Thefe  thinges  were  geuen 
to  the  people  of  the  kinges  goodes  according  to  premiflc:  and  to 
ihcprieftes  for  the  PhaTe,  sheepc  in  number  two  thoufand, and 

9  calues  an  hundred,  f  And  Iechonias,and  Semcias,  and  Natha- 
nacl  bretheren,  and  Hafabias,  and  Oziel,  and  Coraba  for  the 

I®  Phafcsheepefiue  thoufand,  calues  fine  hundred,  f  And  when 
thcfetbingcs  were  done  in  good  order,  the  Prieftes  and  the  Le- 

II  uites  ftood  hauing  azymcs  by  tribes,  f  And  according  to  the 
portions  of  their  fathers  principalitie,  in  the  fight  of  the  people 
they  did  offer, to  our  Lord  according  to  thofc  thinges,  which 

II  were  written  in  the  booke  of  Moyfcs:  f  androfted  the  Phafe 
with  fire  as  ic  ought:  and  the  hoAes  they  boyled  in  cauldrons,and 

1$  in  potres  withbeneuolence;  t [and  they  brought  coalthat were 
of  the  people :  and  afterward  they  prepared  for  them  felues  and 

14  thepneftes.  f  For  the  Prieftes  offered  the  fatte,  vntil  the  hourc 
was  ended  rand  the  Leuires  prepared  for  thcmfelues,  and  their 

15  brcthrcn^thc  children  of  Aaron,  f  And  the  facrcd  finging  men, 
the  chiidren  of  Afaph  were  by  order  according  to  the  precept  of 
Pauid  and  Aiaph,and  Zacharias,and  Icddimus, which  was  from 

16  the  king,  f  And  the  porters  at  eueric  gate,  fo  that  none  trant 

17  grtlled  his  owne:  for  their  brethren  prepared  for  them,  f  And 
the  thinges  were  confummatctharpertcyncd  to  the  facrificc  of 

18  our  Lord,  f  In  that  day  they  celebrated  the  Phafe,  and  offered 
hoftcsvponrhefacrificeof  our  Lord,  according  to  the  precept 

19  of  kinglofias.  t  And  the  children  of  Ifrael,  that  were  found  at 
that  time, celebrated  the  Phafe :  and  the  fcftiual  day  of  Azymes

It  found  m  their  abode  at  Iciufalcm.  f  Intheeightenth  yeare,  lo- 
25  fias  reigning  was  the  Phalc  celebrated,  f  And  the  woik^s  of 
lofias  were  dircfted  in  the  fight  of  his  Loid  in  a  hart  ful  of  feare :

ti  f      vpon  Ifrael.  f  And  after  al  this  fad  of  lofias,  came  vp  Pharao  2; 
1  'plr'jl  u  the  king  of  ^gypt  comming  in  Charcamis  from  the  yay  vpon 
I  Z       Euphrates,  and  lofias  went  forth  to  mecte  him.  t  Andthekmg  16 
^'  of  igypt  fent  to  lofias  faying  :  What  is  there  bctwcn  me  &  thcc 

kingof  luda?  t  I  was  not  fent  of  the  Lord  to  fight  againft  thee:  27 
for  my  battel  is  vpon  Euphrates,  goe  do  wne  in  haft,  t  And  lofias  28 
did  not  returne  vpon  his  chariotc:  but  endeuoured  to  oucrthrow 
him,notattcndingthcword  of  theprophetfromthe  mouth  of 
our  Lord  :  f  but  he  made  battel  againft  him  in  the  field  of  Ma-  29 
geddo.  And  princes  went  downe  to  king  lofias.  t  Andthe  king  30 
(aid  to  his  feruantes-.Remoue  me  from  the  battel,for  I  am  weak- 
nedexccdingly.  And  forthwith  his  (eruantcs  rcmoued  him  out 
.of  the  bartcl.t  And  he  went  vp  into  his  fccond  chariote :  &  com-  31 
ming  to  Ierufalem,dyed,and  was  buried  in  his  fathers  fcpulchrc. 
t  And  in  al  lurie  they  mourned  for  Iofias,&:  the  rulers  with  their  51 
wiues  lamented  him  vntil  this  day.  And  this  was  geucn  out  to  be 
donealwaycs  vntoal  the  ftocke  of  Ifrael.  t  But^thcle  thinges  33 
were  wriren  before  in  the  bookc  of  the  hiftories  of  the  kinges  of 
ludatandalthcadesof  the  doing  of  lofias,  and  his  gloric  and 
hisvndcrftar)dinginthclawof  our  Lord:  and  the  thinges  that 
\rere  done  by  him,  and  that  arc  not  writen  in  the  booke  of  ihe

V.  takmg  Icchonias  the  fonne of  lofias,  made  him  king  for  lofias

reigned  ouer  Ifrael  three  monethes.  Andtheking  of  ^gypt  re- 
moucd  him,  that  he  should  not  reigne  in  lerufalem  :  t  and  he  put  5^

and  confecrated  them  in  his  temple  in  Babylon,  f  For  his  vnclca-  41

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|j  of  thckingcs.  f  Andloachin  his  fontic  reigned  for  hint.  And 
44  when  he  ^tis  made  king,  he  ^sls  cightcne  yearcs  old.  -f  And 

reigned  three  moncthes  and  ten  daycs  in  lerufalcm,  and  did  cuil 
M  in  the  fight  of  our  Lord  :  t  and  after  a  yearc  Nabuchodonofor 

fending,  tranfportcd  him  into  Babylon  together  ^ith  the  facrcd  v.  i. 
4^  veffcls  of  ouL  Lord,  t  And  he  made  Scdecias  king  of  luda  and  17. 

Icru(alem, N^hen  he  \ras  one  and  tventie  ycarcsold:  and  he  rcig- 

47  ncdeleuenyeares.  f  Andhcdideuil  in  the  fight  of  our  Lord, 

and  was  not  afraid  ofthewordcsNrhich  were  Ipoken  by  Icrcmie  ure.  37. 

48  che  prophet  from  the  mouth  of  our  Lord;  f  and  being  fwornc  >.2. 
of  king  Nabuchodonolbr,  forfwornc  he  did  reuolt :  and  his 
neckebeing  hardened,  &  his  hart,hc  tranfgrefled  the  ordinances 

49  of  ourLord  theGodof  Ifracl.  f  And  the  princes  of  the  people 
of  our  Lord  did  raanie  thinges  wickedly,  and  they  did  impioufly 
aboue  al  the  vncleanncsof  the  nations :  and  they  polluted  the

29. "V.  10.  which  isin  lurie.  f  If  there  be  any  of  your  kinred,  his  Lord  goe  j 
Dan,  9.  vp  with  him  into  lerufalem.  -J*  Whofocuer  therefore  dwel  about  6 
V,  1.        the  places,let  them  hclpc  them  that  are  in  the  fame  place,  in  gold 

and  filuer,  f      giftes,  with  hotfes,and  beaftes,and  with  other  7 
thiogcs  which  by  vowes  are  added  into  the  temple  of  our  Lord, 
which  is  in  lerufalem.  f  And  the  prmces  of  the  tribes,  of  the  8 
villages  and  of  lurie^of  the  tribe  of  Beniamin,  Sc  the  Pricftes,  and 
the  Lcuitcs  (landing  vp,  whom  our  Lord  moued  to  goe  vp,  and 
to  build  the  houfe  of  our  Lord  which  is  in  lerufalem,  and  they

V.  J.        times  of  Artaxerxes  kingof  the  Perfians,  there  wrote  ro  him 
of  them  that  dwelt  in  luiic  and  lerufalem,  Balfamus,  and  Mithri- 
datus, and  Sabellius,  and  Rathimus,  Balrhemus,  Sabellius  fcribe, 
and  the  reft  dwcling  in  Samaria,  and  other  places  the  epiftle  fo- 
lo wing  to  king  Artaxerxes.  t  S  i  r,  thy  feruantes  Rathimus  ouer  17 
occurrentes,  and  Sabeliius  the  fcribe,  and  the  other  iudgcs  of  thy 
court  in  CiElefyria,and  Pheniccf  And  now  be  it  knowen  to  cur  18 
Lord  the  king,  that  lewes  came  vp  from  you  tovs,  coming  into 
lerufalem  a  rebellious, &  very  naughty  citie,do  build  the  fornaces 
thereof,  and  fct  vp  the  walks,  andrayfc  the  temple,  t  And  if 

this 
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this  citie,  and  the  walks  shal  be  finished,  they  Nril  not  onlie  not 

20  abyde  to  pay  tributes,  but  alfo  wil  refift  thckingcs.  f  And  be- 
caufe  that  is  in  doing  about  the  temple,  we  thought  it  should 

21  doc  wcl  not  to  neglect  this  fame  thing:  f  but  to  make  it  knovren 
to.  our  Lord  theking,that  if  it  shal  feme  good,  o  king,  it  may  be 

21  foughtinthcbookesof  fhyfathers,t  andthoushaltfindin  the 
recordcs,  thinges  writen  of  rhcfe,  and  thou  shalt  know  that  this 

25  citic  hath  bene  rebdlious^and  trubling  kinges,  and  cities^  t 

the  Ic>3res  rebelles,&  making  battels  in  it  from  time  out  of  mind,

the  king  to  Rathimus,  the  writer  of  the  occurrcntes,  and  to  Bal- 

thcmus,  and  to  Sabcllius  the  fcribe,  and  to  the  reft  ioyned  with 

26  them,and  to  the  dwellers  in  Syria, and  Phenice,  as  foloweth;  f  I 
hauc  read  the  epiftk  that  you  fentme.  I  commanded  therforc

27  beginning  rebellious  to  kinges,  t  and  the  men  rebclles,  and  ma- 
king battels  in  it,  3c  there  were  moft  vahent  kinges  ruling  in  le- 

28  rufalem,  and  exading  tributes  in  Cdefyria,&  Phenice.  f  Now 
therforel  hauegcuen  commandment  to  forbid  thofe  men  to 
build  the  citie,  and  to  ftay  them  that  nothing  be  done  more  then 

29  is:  t  and  that  they  proceedcnot  farder,wherof  arc  euils,fo  that 

30  there  may  be  trublc  brought  vpon  the  kinges  .  f  Then  thefc 
things  being  read  which  were  writen  of  king  Artaxcrxes,Ralhi- 
mus, and  Sabellius  the  fcribe,  and  they  that  were  apointed  with 
them  ioyning  together  in  haft  came  to  lerufalem  with  a  troupe

1  DariUs  made  a  great  fupper  to  alhis  domeftical  fer- 

2  JV  uantes,  and  to  al  the  magiftratcs  ofMedia  and  Perfia,  f  and 
to  al  that  were  purple,  and  to  the  pr^tors,  and  confuls,  and  liue- 

tenantes 
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tenanrcs  vnder  him  from  India  vnto  i£thropia,an  hundred  tycn- 
ticfeuen  prouinccs.  t  And  when  chcy  had  eaten  and  drunken,  j 
and  returned  ful,thcn  Darius  wentvp  into  his  chamber,,  and 
flept,andavvaked.t  Then  thofe  three  youngmcnkepers  of  his  4 
bodie,  Ntrhich  gardcd  the  kingsbodie,Gyd  one  to  an  other;  f  Let 
euerie  one  of  vs  fay  a  word  that  may  cxcch  &  whofc  vord  foeuer  5 
shalappcarewifer  then  the  others,  to  himwil  king  Darius  geuc 
great  giftes, t  to  be  coucred  with  purple,&  to  drinke  in  gold,and  6 
to  flecpe  vpon  gold,  &  a  chariote  with  a  bridle  of  gold,&  a  bonct 
of  filkc,  and  a  chcyne  about  his  necke :  f  and  he  shal  fit  in  the  7 
fccond  place  next  Darius  for  his  wifdome.  And  he  shal  be  called 
the  cofm  of  Darius,  t  Then  euerie  one  writing  his  word  figned  8 
it,and  they  put  ir  vnder  the  pillow  of  Darius  the  king,  f  and  they  9 
fayd;  When  the  king  shal  rife,we  wil  gcue  him  our  writingcs:and 
which  foeuer  of  the  three  the  king  shal  iudge,and  the  magiftrates 
of  Perria,thathis  wordisthewifer,  to  him  shal  the  viaoric  be  10 
geucnasis  writcn.  f  One  wrote:  Wine  is  ftrong.  f  An  other  11 
wrote,  a  King  is  ftronger.  f  The  third  wrote,  Wemen  are  more  it 
ftrong ;  but  aboue  al  thinges  truth  ouercometh .  f  And  when  the  15 
king  was  rifen,  they  tookc  their  writinges,  and  gaue  him,  and  he 
read,  t  And  fending  he  called  al  the  Magiftrates  of  thePerfians,  14 
and  the  Medes,  and  them  that  weare  purple,  and  the  pretors,and 
the  ouerfecrs  t  and  they  fate  in  the  councel :  and  the  writinges  ly 
were  read  before  them,  t  And  hefayd-.  Calthe  youngmen,and  16 
they  shal  declare  their  o  wnc  wordcs.  And  they  were  called,  and 
went  in.  t  And  he  fayd  to  them :  Declare  vnto  vs  concerning  17 
thefethingeswhichare  writcn.  And  the  firft  began,  he  that  had 
fpoken  of  che  ftrength  of  wine,  f  and  Tayd :  O  y  e  men,  how  doth  18 
wine  prcuaileoueral  men  that  drinke /it  (educeth  the  mmde. 
t  Andalfothemindof  kingandorphaneit  makethvaine.  AlCo  19 
of  the  bondman  and  the  free,  of  the  rich  man  and  the  poore, 
f  and  cuerie  mind  it  turnethinto  fccuriticand  pleafantnes,and  10 
itrcmembrethnotany  forowanddcwtie,  f  and  alhartes  it  ma-  ii 
keth  honcft,  and  it  remcmbreth  not  king,  nor  magiftrate,  and  ic 
maketh  a  man  fpcakcal  thinges  by  talentes-  f  And  when  they  it 
hauedrunke,  they  rcmembernoc  ficndship,  nor  brotherhood: 
yea  and  not  long  after  they  take  fwordes.f  And  when  they  arc  re-  15 
coucred  and  rifen  from  the  wine,  they  remember  not  what  they 
haucdone.  f  O  ye  men,  doth  not  wine  excel  ?  who  thinkcth  to  24 
doc  fo  ?

fvcctcnes,  and  honour  is  for  cucr  vponlfracl.  f  And  al  the  6z 
people  founded  Nrith  trumpet,  and  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice, 
prayfing  our  Lord  in  rbc  rayfing  vpof  the  houfeof  our  Lord, 
t  And  there  came  ofthe  Pricftcs  and  Leuitcs,  and  prcfidentcs  by  9J 
their  villages  the  more  anGicntes,\phich  had  fcne  the  old  houfc  :  -y.

withthem  that  fcckc  him  with  alaffedion.  t  And  agayne  we  54 
befought  the  Lord  our  God  according  to  thefcthinges :  whim 
alfowehadpropiciousjand  we  obteynedof  our  God.  t  And  I 
feparatedofthc  rulers  of  the  people^  and  of  the  Pricftes  of  the 
temple, tveliK  men, and  Swdcbia,  and  Afanna,  and  with  them

nations  of  the  land  hauc  not  fcparatcd  their  vncleanncs  trom  the

71  Moobitcs,&  Egyptians,  and  Idumeians.  f  for  they  are  ioyned 
tothcir  daughters  both  themfclues,  and  their  lonnes:  and  the

fand  for  this  cau(e  he  hath  fent  me  to  shew  thee  al  thefe  thinges,  55: 
and  to  fay  to  thee,  hauc  confidence,  and  fearc  not,  f  and  haften  54 
not  with  the  former  times  to  thinke  vaync  thingcs,  chat  thou 
haften  not  from  the  laft  times,  t  And  it  came  to  pafle  after  thefe  5; 
rhinges,and  I  wepc  againe^and  in  like  maner  I  fafted  (euen  dayes, 
to  accomplish  the  three  weekes,thac  were  told  me.f  And  itcame 
to  paiFe  in  the  eight  night,  and  ray  hart  was  trublcd  againe  in  me, 
and  I  began  to  fpeakc  before  the  Higheft.  t  For  my  fpirit  was  in-  37 
filmed  exccdingly,  and  my  foul  was  diftrelFed.  f  AndI  iayd:0  58

3  made :  fo  alfo  is  the  ad  of  this  pr^fent  world,  f  Manie  in  dcede 

4  are  created,  but  few  shal  be  faued.  f  And  1  anfwcred,  and  fayd;-. 
Then  o  foul  fNjrallow  vp  the  fenfe,  and  deuoure  that  which  is 

5  wife,  t  For  thou  art  agred  to  obey,  and  wilhng  to  prophecic. 

6  For  there  is  no  fpacc  geuen  thee  but  only  to  Hue .  f  O  Lord  if 
thou  wilt  not  pcrmirte  ihy  fetuant,that  we  pray  before  thee.and 
thou  geue  vs  (ecde  to  the  hart,  and  tillage  to  the  vnderftanding, 
wherofmay  the  fruite  be  made,  whciby  euerie  corrupt  perfon 

7  may  hu^,that  shal  bcare  the  plicepfa  man?  f  For  thou  art  alone, 
and  we  arc  one  wotkmanshippe  of  thy  handcs,  as  thou  haft 

8  fpoken  :  f  and  a?  now  the  bodie  made  in  the  matrice,  and  thou 
doeft  gcue  the  mebers,  thy  creature  is  preferued  in  fire  Sc  water : 
and  nine  monethes  thy  workcmanship  doth  (ufFer  thy  creature 

5  that  is  created  in  ir.v  -j-  and  it  feif  that  keepeth,  and  that  which 
is  kept,  both  shal  be  prcferued  :  and  the  matrice  being  preferued 
rendreth  agayneatfome  time  the  thingC3  that  are  growen  in  it. 

10  For  thou  haft  commanded  of  the  members,  that  is  thebreftes

my  voyce,and  vndcr  ftand  ray  word,and  I  ygril  fpeake  before  thee 
1Theb  eginning  of  the  vordes  of  Efdras  before  he  \ras  affump-  10 
ted :  and  I  fayd  :  Lord  vhich  inhabitcft  rhe  ^orld,  whole  eyes 
areeleuated  vnto  thinges  onhigh  audin  theayre:  f  andwhofe  it 
throne  is  ineftimable,  and  glorie  incomprchenfible:  by  whom 
ftandethan  hoft  of  Angek  with  trembhng,  f  whole  kcpin^y  it 
is  turned  in  wynde  and  fire,thou  whofe  word  is  true,and  fayingt 
permanent :  twhofecommandmenr  is  (Irong,  and  difpofirion  25 
terrible ;  whofc  looke  dryeth  vp  the  depthes,  and  indignation 
maketh  the  mountaynes  to  melt,  and  truth  doth  teftifie.  f  Heare  24 
the  prayer  of  thy  feruanr,&  with  thine  cares  recciuc  the  petition 
ofthycreaturc.fFor  whiles  I  liue,^  ^il  fpeake ;  and  whiles  I  vn-  ij 
derftand,!  wil  anfwere :  f  Neither  doe  thou  refped  the  finnes  of  i6 
thy  people,but  them  thatferuetheeintruth.f  Neither  doe  rhou  27 
attend  the  impious  endeuours  of  the  nations^but  them  that  wirh 
foroweshaue  kept  thy  tcftimonies.  t  Neither  rhinkechou  of  28 
them  that  in  thy  fight  haue  conuerft  falfly,  but  remember  rhem 
thatac-cordingtothy  vil  haueknowen  thy  feare.  f  Neither  be  29 
thou  willing  to  deftroy  the  that  haue  had  the  maners  of  beaftes : 
but  cctpcct  them  that  haue  taught  thy  law  glorioufly.  f  Neither  30 
haue  indignation  towardsthem,which  are  mdged  worfc  then  be- 
aftes :  but  loue  them  that  alwaycs  haue  confidence  in  thy  iuftt ce, 
and  glorie.  f  Becaufc  we  and  aur  faihers  languish  with  fuch  31 
difeafcs:  but  thou  for  finncrs  shalt  be  called  merciful  -f  For  if  ^t 
thoushaltbc  defirous  to  haue  mercie  on  vs,  then  thou  shalt  be 
called  merciful,  to  vshauing no  workes  of iuftice.  f  Fortheiuft  35

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in  thar,  that  thou  fearcheft  the  waycs  of  theHigheft.  f  Behold  f 
yctlam  vearicinminde,and  in  roy  fpiric  I  am  very  feeble,  and 
there  is  not  fo  much  as  a  licle  fkrengch  in  me  for  the  great  feart, 
thacl\ras  afrayd  ofthisnight.  f  Now  thcrfore  1  NP'il  pray  the  6 
Higheft,that  he  ftrengthen  me  euen  to  the  end.  f  Andlfayd;  7 
LordDominatour,if  I  haue  found  grace  before  thine  eyes,a.idif

.  shal  be,  when  thefe  thinges  shal  come  to  pafTe,  and  the  fignes 

shal  happen,  which  I  shewed  thee  before  :  and  then  shal  my

it  shal  be  when  al  nations  shal  hearc  his  voice  :  andeuery  onein 

his  ccuntiic  shal  kaue  their  warre,  that  they  hauc  to  ward  each 

Nnnnnn  3"  other?

$hc\red  to  al  prepared  and  builded,  as  thou  faNCeft  the  moun- 
tainc  to  be  gtaucn  without  handcs.  f  And  the  fame  my  fonne  57 
shalrcproue  the  thinges  that  the  gcntils  haue  inuented,thefe 
their  impieties  'which  came  nere  to  the  tempcft,  becaufe  of  rhcir 
cuil  cogitations,  and  torments  wherewith  they  shal  begin  to  be 
tormented,  t  Which  were  likened  to  the  flame^and  he  shal  de-  38 
ftroy  them  without  labour  by  the  law  that  was  likened  to  the 
fyrc.  -f  And  whcras  thou  fawcft  him  gathering  vnto  him  an  other  39 
peaceable  multitude.  *}*  Thefe  are  the  ten  tribes,  which  were  40 
4'^^^'  17-  made  captiue  out  of  their  land  in  the  dayes  of  Ofec  the  King, 
whom  Salmanafar  the  King  of  the  AfTyrians  led  captiue  :  and  he 
tranfported  them  beyond  the  riuer,  and  they  were  tranfported 
into  an  other  land,  f  But  theygaue  themfelues  this  counfel^to  41 
fotfake  the  multitude  of  nations,  and  to  goe  forth  into  a  farther 
countrie,  where  mankind  neuer  inhabited,  f  Or  there  to  ob-  41 
ferue  their  ordinances,  which  they  had  not  kept  in  their  coun- 
trie. f  And  they  cntred  in  by  the  narrow  entrances  of  the  riuer  45 
Exod.i^.     Euphrates,  f  For  the  Higheft  then  wrought  them  (ignes,  and  44 
loftirery,      flayed  thevainesofihe  riuer  til  they  paffed.  t  For  bythatcoun-  4$-- 
triewasagrcat  way  to  goe,ofone  yeate  and  ahalf  for  the  coun- 
trie is  called  Arfareth.  f  Thendidtheyinhabite.  there  til  in  the  46 
later  timerand  now  againe  when  they  beginne  to  comc^f  againe  47. 
the  Higheft  shal  ftay  the  vaines  of  the  riuer,  that  they  may  paffc: 
for  thefe  thou  faweft  a  multitude  with  peace.!  But  they  alfo  that  48 
were  leaft  of  the  peoplr^thefe  are  they  that  be  within  my  border, 
fit  shal  come  to  pafle  therefore ,  when  he  shal  bcgine  to  de-  49 
ftroy  the  multitude  of  thefe  nations ,  that  are  gathered,  he  shal 
prote<^ them  that  haue  ouercome  the  people:  t  and  then  shal  jo 
hcshew  them  very  manicwonders.f  And  I  fayd  :  Lord  domina-  ji 
tour,  shew  me  this,  why  I  faw  a  man  comming  vp  from  the  hart 
of  the  fea,  and  he  fayd  to  me  :  f  As  thou  canft  not  either  fcarch  ;z 
thefe  thinges,or  know  what  chingcs  are  in  the  depth  of  the  fca:
